It 
affected almost the entire Lanca- 
shire cotton Industry with the ex- 
ception of a few plants outside the 
employers federation which were 
still operating. 
It was the outgrowth of contin- 


ued' depression in the textile trade 
which three weeks ago led to an 
announcement by. employes that a 
12 1-2 per cent' reduction in wages 
would be effective Saturday.

Lancashire is affected 
by

strike, which is expected to cause 
a loss in wages of about 1,000,000

SOTA CRASHED AT AN 
EARLY HOUR MONDAY 


MINNEAPOLIS, July 
29.—UP)— 
The endurance plane the Minnesota 
crashed into the ground at Wold 
Chamberlain field at 5:35 a. m., to- 
day killing Capt. P. J. Crichton and 
seriously injuring Owen Haugland, 
pilots. 


The plane plunged into the old 
concrete automobile racing track 
encircling the field just five min- 
utes 
after the ground crew had 


picked up a 
message from the 


fliers saying "everything is going 
fine." 


Preparations for making another 


refueling contact were under way 
by the ground crew before the ship 
went into a spin. 


Crichton was instantly killed and 


Haugland was rushed to a hospital. 


The plane had been in the air 


154 hours, 40 minutes. 
The ground crew was unable to 


ascribe any reason for the crash. 
Some witnesses believed that the 
fliers sacrificed too .much flying 
speed to drop what was their last 
message. They were up only 200 
feet when the plane went, into a 
spin. 


Sixth Record Attempt 
It Was Haugland's sixth attempt 


to set an endurance record, and 
Crichton's first. At 12:12 a. m., to- 
day the Minnesota had passed the 
previous mark of 149 hours achieved I 
by Haugland and Thorwald John-' 
son last June.

COMMISSION FORM; MAJOR 


PROBLEMS BEINQ STUDIED

(Associated Press Staff Writer.) 
AUSTIN, July 29.—</P>—It could 
be said that Texas just now has a 
"commission" form of government 
For as & result of action of the 
legislature, the, State has no less 
than four commissions at work on 
problems of government. 


Most important, no doubt is the 


commission of 18 to study the peni- 
tentiary situation with a view to 
picking a site for relocation and 
reorganization. The n e members 
of the Prison Board, all appointees 
of Governor Moody, supplemented 
by four senators and five members 
of the house, will start Its work In 
earnest at the meeting to be held 
In Houston next Thursday. 


Other commissions are those to 


settle boundary disputes between 
Texas and Oklahoma and 
Texas 


and New Mexico, and one to make 
an investigation of the fee system 
to determine 
the 
remuneration 
county officers receive. : 


Study Prison Flans. 
"Everybody is interested ,in the 
penitentiary problem" and it is vir- 
tually certain to be the Inspiration 
for a fourth special session of the 
41st legislature early 
next year, 


when findings and 
recommenda- 


tions of the commission will be con- 
sidered and acted on. 


There are distinctly two factions 
in the legislature, one convinced 
that concentration can be better 
effected on some lands now owned 
by the state, and the other insistent 
that a modern plant should be con- 
structed on some centrally located 
site. The two groups are almost 
evenly divided — so close in num- 
bers that It has been difficult for 
the legislature to reach an agree- 
ment towards solution of the peni- 
tentiary question. 


All are agreed 
that something 
should be done to concentrate the 
men and. property, since they are 
now strewn from the Red River to 
the Gulf of Mexico over 12 farms. 


Farming Is the principal, and one 
might say sole, occupation of the 
prisoners at this time. Gov. Moody 
and others have conceived the idea 
that the men would be put to oth- 
er work in a centrally located and 
modern plant with farming as a 
side issue: It has been proposed 
that clothing used by inmates of 
state Institutipns be manufactured 
by the prisoners and probably the 
state's printing and book binding 
done by them to some extent. 


Governor Moody Is anxious to 


start centralization before his term 
of office ends In 1931. 


Fee System Probed. 
The fee system commission is not 
to be "sneezed at," to employ lang- 
uage of the sports editor. Senator 
Pink L. Parrish of Lubbock, insti- 
gator of the investigation to find 
out how much money cunty offi- 
cers ared raking down, Is chairman 
of the commission of five. He tried 
to get a bill through the legislature 
setting the limit on Income from 
whatever source of 
county 
offi- 
cers at $10,000 annually, but lost by 
a narrow margin.

PAY SECOND VISIT 
TO MAMMOTH STILL 


THREE MEN ARRAIGNED BE- 


FORE COMMISSIONER ON 


SEVERAL CHARGES 


'.'• DALLAS, July 26. —W— Under 
bond in the sum of J5.000. three 
men were held In the Dallas noun- 
ty jail today on charges of violat- 
ing the liquor laws after their ar- 
rest Wednesday 
near 
Richland, 
Navarro county. 


The trio 
appeared 
before the 
United States commissioner here, 
pleaded not guilty and asked for 
a hearing, Which will be held Sat- 
urday. 
The men are J. S. Laneford, Rob- 
ert E. Foster and Charles B. Buehl. 
They were arrested at a still de- 
scribed by officers to be the most 
modern confiscated in that section 
in a number of months. 


Making a second visit 
to the 
scene of the1 raid near Richland, a 
party of federal prohibition agents 
headed by Lynn A. Boyd and w. E. 
Bray completed the destruction of 
the still that was captured Wednes- 
day night along with 833 gallons of 
rye and three men. 
The three men were 
arraigned 
Thursday afternoon before United 
States Commissioner Lee R. Smith 
at Dallas on charges of conspiracy 
to violate the prohibition law, of 
conspiracy to violate the federal 
Internal revenue act, and of con- 
spiracy to 
defraud the 
United 
States of revenues and of manufac- 
turing and 
possession 
whiskey. 
Those named in the camplaints are 
Robert B. Foster, said to be from 
Dallas; J. S. Lansford of Corslcana, 
and T. B. Swink, alias Charles B. 
Buehl. of Richland. The complaints 
•were filed under the Jones act ac- 
cording to the commissioner. Tem- 
porary bond was set at $5,000 pend- 
ing the preliminary hearing on Sat- 
urday. 
1 On the second trip to the raided 
still Thursday afternoon, the offi- 
cers found that some one had in- 
vaded the premises during the day 
and removed on electric motor, and 
electric fan, and had removed the 
number plate-off another motor.'A 
small water pump was missing' 
Mash Is Re-Checked. 


A re-check of the amount 
of 
mash in the distillery showed that 
there 
was approximately 
20,000 


gallons, about four times as much 
aa the original estimate. Complete 
sets of electricians, plumbers and 
carpenters tools were found In the 
dugout, and all of the plant show- 
ed evidences of skilled workman- 
ship. 
' 
• 
The set up was one of the most 
elaborate ever found in the state, 
with the equipment so arranged 
that the distillate was put through 
three separate still ill a single op- 
eration. 
Heat for the main still was sup- 
plied from six twelve-inch gas burn- 
ers. Gas had been piped to every 
place that it might be needed; the 
place was brilliantly lighted in ad- 
dition to the ventilating system, 
and numerous outlets were avail- 
able for the attaching of electrical 
equipment. 
A darlh pipe had <been laid from 
the still room to a creek several 
hundred vards away to dispose of 
the refuse, and a large shaft had 
its exit several feet away from the 
shed to dispose of the fumes, and 
dlscoVery oC these two parts of the 
plant .led to the uncovering of the 
whole arrangement- 
Find Lightning Arresters. 


; Heavy copper cables had been 
extended down the corner posts of 
the shed to serve as lightning pro- 
tectors, and the place was complete- 
ly outfitted to .whiskey making on 
a very large scale.. About half of 
the whiskey was found in the farm- 
bouse nearby where it was being 
aged by an 
electrical 
process. 
Large quantities of fruit jars, flasks, 
and casks were found and destroy- 
ed by the officers Thursday night 
on their second visit. They also 
completed the destruction of the 
still and the mash vats. 
According to one of the federal 
agents the plant and whiskey con- 
fiscated was conservatively valued 
at $15,000 to $20,000; the still alone 
could be salvaged for about $5,000, 
and the mash was valued at around 
$3,000. Rye whiskey was the only 
product being made. 
One of the 
operators of the still is reported to 
have said that the still had only re- 
cently been put into operation at 
its capacity.

Federal authorities at the Dal- 
las bureau declared that the still 
was not only one of the largest and 
most complete ever seen

state, but was one of the

modern that could be found. The 
officers believe that it has been in

ply.

The most distressing im- 


plication of the prospective 
deficit in the post office de- 
partment is that it rudely 
shatters the pleasant dream 
of a treasury surplus which 
might take the sting out of 
income taxes for next year. 
It is anticipated that 
the 


postal 
deficit 
will nearly 


double its previous record. 
President Hoover is serious- 
ly concerned. Probably he 
will overhaul the entire ser- 
vice in search of more econ- 
omy and greater efficiency, 
which may bring the deficit 
within bounds again. 


Yet even though the defi- 


cit should reach the antici- 
pated figure of $75,000,000 
this is a small price to pay 
of the universal advantage 
and convenience of low post- 
al rates. The nation can 
tolerate such a deficit much 
more readily than it can en- 
dure any restriction of the 
postal service or increase in 
rates. 
Governmental pride 


in a good business record 
may urge careful scrutiny in- 
to the operation and organi- 
zation of the mail service, 
but it cannot justify 
any 


economies 
that hurt the 


great national convenience 
of cheap and swift commu- 
nication by mail.

There are two phases of sheep 


production to be considered,

speaker pointed out in opening his 
discussion, range, production and 
farm flock. 
Range production in 


Texas has changed much in 
the

"Production of sheep on the 
ranges of Texas is rapidly going 
through a transition period from 
production of a strictly fine wool 
type of sheep, as was 
the case 


some years ago, to the production 
of good mutton as well as

fleece." 


Touching on the farm

addressing the farm crops division 
of the Farmers' Short Course here 
Monday. Advantages of a good ro- 
tation or cropping system, in addi- 
tion to increased yields to the acre, 
were cited by Mr. Miller as fol- 
lows: Aid in the control of insect 
pests and plant diseases, help 
keeping down weeds, use of a 


in 


gunie or soil building crop such as 
cow peas, soy beans, sweet clover 
pe 


and the like^ and better distribu- 
tion of labor on the farm. 
Experiments by the Texas agri- 


cultural experiment station at the 
blackland substation near Temple 
showed big increase In acre yield 
and the largest net profits in the 
rotation of cotton, corn and oats, 
Mr. Miller said. "In this rotation," 
he added, "the average yields to 
the acre over a period of ten years 
were 276 pounds of lint cotton, 34.3 
bushels -of corn and 32 bushels of 
oo ts as contrasted with 142 pounds 
of lint cotton, 19.3 bushels of corn 
and 27.3 bushels of.oats with con- 
tinuous cropping. 
Every acre In 
the rotation made an average prof- 
it'of $15.96 .whereas continuous cot- 
ton made only $7.33 
profit an 
acre." 


A four year rotation of cotton, 
cowpeas, corn and oats at the main 
station at College Station, produc- 
ed an average annual yield over a 
neriod of 13 years of 223 pounds of 
lint cotton, while cotton planted on 
the same land year after 
year, 
made only 182 pounds to the acre, 
the speaker said. The results ot 
these and other experiments cited 
prove conclusively that a farmer 
can well afford to establish a good 
cropping system, he added in con- 
clusion.

PREMIER POINCARE QUITS 


POST; MINISTRY RESIGNS; 


SAYS HEALTH IS BROKEN 


PARIS, July 27.—OT—The French 


cabinet resigned In a body today 
after Raymond Poincare, premier, 
refused to reconsider his own de- 
cision to resign. An Impending op- 
eration, made necessary by exhaus- 
tion and fatigue from his long 
fight for the debt agreement with 
America, was behind the Premier's 
action. 
The cabinet's 
resignation 
was 


handed to President 
Dourhergue, 


who presided at the meeting, by 
Louis Barthou, acting premier, who 
drafted a letter reading as follows: 
"The efforts we have made with 


M. Poincare to persuade him in the 
interests of his country to retain 
direction of public affairs has not 
me*, with the result we had hoped. 
"We must bow to his decision 


with the regret of not being able 
to continue a 
collaboration that 


was accompanied by our admira- 
tion and respectful devotion. There- 
fore we beg you, M. President, kind- 
ly to accept .our 
resignation and 


the expression of our profound re- 
spect." 


The letter was signed by all the 


ministers and sub-secretaries orlor 
to appearing at the cabinet meet- 
Ing, 
Aristide Brland, foreign min- 
ister, and Louis Barthou, vice pre- 
mier, had gone to the home of 
M. Poincare and sought to have 
him change his mind about leav- 
ing the ministry. 
President Doumergue, after the 


usual exchange of compliments, ac 
cepted the ministry's resignation, 
asking tham to continue their work 


until a new ministry could be for- 
med. 
He then summoned M. Fernand 


Boulsson, president of the chamber 
of deputies, and M. Paul Doumer, 
president of .the senate, to ask their 
advice about a successor to M. 
Poincare. 
No one doubted he would choose 
Artistide Briand, former 
foreign 


minister, to assume head of the 
government. 
This will be M. Briand's tenth 


time as premier and his eighteenth 
post as minister. 
He has been 


with Premier Poincare as minister 
of -foreign affairs since the min- 
istry of July, 1926, and remained 
In the reorganized cabinet of last 
November.
